In connection with telephone conversations with Examiner Jeanty during the . 
week of on February 27, 2006, in the above-referenced patent application, Applicants 
hereby submit this Statement of Substance of Interview. 

On or about February 27 th , Examiner Jeanty called to inquire about the status of 
the application pending before Examiner Hirl. We promised to call Examiner Hirl and 
inquire. 

On or about Feburary 28 th , we advised Examiner Jeanty that the application was 
not yet up on Examiner Hirl's docket. He encouraged us to add to this case limitations 
similar to limitations introduced in amendments to claims in the other case. 

On or about March 1 st , we advised Examiner Jeanty that the limitations in 

Examiner Hir*s case were not compatible with the sort of claims made in this case.

On or about March 3 rd , we submitted a draft amendment in substantially the form 
attached. We discussed this draft amendment with Examiner Jeanty. No agreements 
were reached regarding the allowability of the amended claim, but we asked about 
§ 1 02, § 1 12 and the art presently of record, as those issues could readily be 
addressed without a supplemental search. We understood Examiner Jeanty to indicate 
that, except for considering whether the application adequately supported the claims 
(new matter issue), he was comfortable that the draft amendment would not present §§ 
102 or 1 12 issues and would distinguish over the art of record. We understood that the 
new matter issue was reserved because the Examiner had not reviewed the text of the 
application. Still, a supplemental search would need to be conducted regarding the 
amended claims and the results of the search could not be predetermined. We 
indicated that an RCE application would most likely follow.
